Food lor Reflection 

In au interesting article which 
lately appeared in the New York Tri- 
I'tinc, regardiug the Chinamen and 
thoir peculiarities, we find the fol- 
lowing.

The Pacific is 6,000 
miles wide, but steam is practically 
reducing it to the limits of the an- 
cient Mediterranean, and it rolls be- 
tweeu countries where the reward of 
labor is at its maximum on the one 
hand, and is at its minimun on the 
other. Give natural law free play, 
and over the se3, from west to east, 
will sweep greator hordes than ever 
lollowed the sun across tho plains 
of Asia. The day has gone by when 
the sword determined whether a 
given soil sheuld breed Celts Or 
Saxons, Huns or Gauls, Goths f.r 
Komans; but the weapons of peace 
arc no less effective than those of 
war. The wild mustard can crowd 
wheat from tho field; sheep may 
drive from the pasture the stronger 
ox, the locust may put tho buffalo 
to flight. Like these the Chinaman can 
live where stronger than he would 
starve. Give him fair play, and 
this quality enables him to drive 
out stronger races. One hundred 
thousand Mongolians on the Pacific 
coast means so many less of our 
own race now and hereafter to be. 
Five or six millions would mean 
that all but the crown of the body 
politic should be Mongoliuu; would 
mean a British India instead 
of a New EngUud upon oui Wes- 
tern shores. " 

Unless there is some restriction 
upon the emigration, it is a certain- 
ty that within a half century the 
proper designation of our Pacific 
States will be New China, and that 
they will be Pagan in religion and 
Asiatic in civilization.

Hence his efforts not to 
secure a government success, which 
is certain, but to prevent the oppo- 
sition from adding to their strength 
by electing additional members.
